Dear Representative Flanagan: 


You have inquired whother under Laws of 1949, chapter 
430, section 33, the police commissioners of tho City of Dover have 
authority to provide by regulation for the hours of work, the compon- 
sation, and conditions of employment of the police force in that City. 


Please be advised that after an examinntion of the pro- 
visions of section 33 together with its place within chapter 430, 
othervise known as the Charter of the City of Dover, it is my opinion 
that the police cormisoionors of the City of Dover do have under 
existing law the full powor to make all rules and reguiations for 
the fovernnont of tho Dover police force, which includes the right 
to determine the hours of work, the compensation, and = by sopsrate 
provision = the conditions of employment, including the powor of ree 
moval. 


It 4a noted that the provisions of section 33 are in. 
some respects inconsistent with tho general porsonnel administration 
provided for in section 44, To the extent an inconsistensy exists, it 
4s my opinion that the police dopertment stands alone and is provided 
for by section 33, within and as a soperate subdivision of municipal 
authority. This of nocessity follows from the provisions of section 33 
exoressly previding thot the police commissioners shall fix the compen- 
eation of police officers and that the compensation of the police 
commissioners themselves shall be fixed by the city council.
